PAR NOBILE FRATBÜM. 
Suppose George Hearst to be substituted 
for Washington Bartlett to-day as Demo­ 
cratic nominee for Governor. In what 
light would lie then he regarded (1) by 
the people of the Sacramento valley and 
the friends of river navigation ; (2) by the 
vast number of industrians engaged in 
that growing business, the raising of fine 
horned stock and the manufacture of but­ 
ter and cheese ? 
The first would recall the fact that in 
the United States Senate he invoked his 
party colleagues to vote against the bill 
projecting the Government of the United 
States ; into the deiiris question, as an 
intervenor, to rescue from inqiending de­ 
struction the chief navigable river of Cal­ 
ifornia. 
They would remember that after Mc­ 
Kenna and Morrow and Felton and 
Markham and Louttit had labored long 
and arduously in the House to secure 
needed relief for the Sacramento valley, 
and the hill had gone to the Senate, 
George Hearst, by representations mis­ 
leading and viciously false, induced the 
committee to strike out the vital portion 
of the measure. 
They would remember that after Senator 
Stanford and Congressman McKenna had 
undone the mischief of this meddler with 
justice and truth, and the hill came up in 
the Senate, Ilearst renewed his tactics to 
emasculate the hill, ami succeeded by 
rallying the Democratic vote on party 
grounds. 
Thereafter, feeling secure in 
what he had accomplished, he absented 
liimself, and the friends of the valley and 
river rallying, once more secured the rein­ 
sertion of the matter Hearst had butchered 
with his political ax. 
The second class and the whole people of 
the State, would remember that there came 
into the markets of the country a villainous 
compound of animal fat disguised and 
doctored to yerv closely resemble butter. 
That this concoction, having not a single 
atom of true butter constituent in its com­ 
position, threatened to drive out of exist­ 
ence the entire dairy interest. The ma- 
chine-eow and soap-fat refuse were to take 
the place of the “ golden pats” of nu­ 
tritions, “ unctious butter,” evolved, as 
poets phrase it, from the luscious cream of 
“ foaming milk ” o f the “ sleepy row that 
munches grasses dry and sweet.” 
To avert such a calamity and save to 
humanity the dairy interest, the House 
enacted a law declaring that oleomargarine 
shall not masquerade in the guise of hut 
ter, nor escape such a tax as will prevent 
it, in brief time, making Imttor an un­ 
known luxury, butter-making a lost art, 
and milk a relic of an era when such a 
generous beverage was said to have l>een 
known. 
George Hearst over and over again 
voted for- hull butter. Persistently—and, 
to do him justice, consistently—he voted 
against protecting the dairy interests, 
against the perpetuation of butter, and in 
favor of imposing upon the people a con­ 
coction of animal fat for genuine butter. 
Happily Ilearst and his Democratic sup­ 
port went to the wall. 
These are hut two of the things the 
people would remember to the discredit 
of George Hearst were he to occupy the 
place of Mr. Washington Bartlett on the 
Democratic ticket, and the latter gentle­ 
man he freed from the embarrassment that 
prevents his collecting bus rents from a 
Chinese tenantry. 
Yet, were Ilearst chosen Governor of 
California, lie could not as such do one 
solitary thing to injure river navigation, 
to flood low lands with slickens, or to sub­ 
stitute soap-fat for butter. As Governor 
he would be as helpless as a babe for such 
ill. But as United Stales Senator in re­ 
mote Washington, removed from the at­ 
mosphere of California, lie would he a 
possible agency of vast ill to California, 
just as he was in bis late brief and eventful 
career as a Senator. 
Mr. Bartlett at least has fair intelli 
gence; he at least as Senator would 
scarcely venture to antagonize the dairy 
interests in order to foster the product of 
the soap-fat cow. He at least might be 
trusted to deal fairly lietween the valley 
and the threat of burial beneath the de­ 
scending flood of slickens. He at least 
might lie relied upon to maintain a dis­ 
creet and dignified silence in the 
forum where the voices of Webster and 
Calhoun and Clay and Benton once echoed, 
and where Hearst so recently lifted up his 
soul and gave birtli to utterance that will 
forever grace American literature and 
adorn the English language, it was there 
lie paid a lofty tribute to California’s dead 
Senator for refusing to be bribed by a bar­ 
rel of whisky. It was there he declared 
that “ such an example should he written 
on the mile-posts of the highways, chiseled 
on the cliffs along the trails of the Rocky 
Mountains, graven on the granite of the 
Sierras, hewn on the tall pines of the Pa­ 
cific slope, and commemorated in the flow­ 
ers in the valleys of the dead Senator’s 
adopted State.” 
Ar.d yet there is on foot to-day a delib­ 
erate plan to return this man to the United 
States Senate, and to accomplish the end 
by sacrificing the Republican ticket in the 
house of its friends. 
This is to lie done by votes for the Bart- 
Jett-IIcarst ticket. If effective, it will 
bo because of votes cast 
for Mr. 
Washington 
Bartlett, every one of 
which means a vote also for George 
Hearst, for the heal of the ticket usually 
draws after it the body and the tail. The 
Bartlett bead means the Hearst tail, and, 
liould the head win, the tail will be the 
mightier portion of the Democratic-bull- 
butter - slickens - Chinese 
tenantry-anti­ 
school-revenue-Democratic whole. 
From such a fate the State, the valley, 


the dairy interests, the common schools ] 
arc to he saved by the fealty of Republicans i 
to their party, the manhood of legislators I 
in resisting coercion, and the determina­ 
tion of the people to crush the infamous 
plot to plaster the Hearst-Bartlett ticket 
upon a commonwealth already groaning 
under the mismanagement and incom­ 
petency of an imbecile Democratic ad­ 
ministration.

MR. CHAIRMAN, LADIES, GENTLEMEN, 
and Fellow-citizens: In the pride of 
American citizenship 1 appear before you to ex­ 
ercise a privilege accorded to the humble*t citi­ 
zen of this Government.

spirit in our people, that offers to all alike, with­ 
out price or hindrance, a liberal education, and 
where I laid the foundations of my present edu­ 
cational acquirements, and that enables me to 
express myself to such un audience of the intel­ 
ligences of this community as great as here to­ 
night. 
Ol’R PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
Is there an enemy of the public school system 
in this country: can there be an intelligent 
observing man who would not encourage its 
growth, foster and nurture its development, in­ 
crease its facilities aud expand its usefulness, 
by gradually adding to ils grades and increas­ 
ing the studies taught. Education is the first 
essential toward lifting one man above the 
other, and yet with equal facilities to all, equal 
opportunities to all, it is the greatest equalizer 
known to civilization. It elevates the ignorant, 
aud the uneducated, the superstitious, fits one 
foreverj-avocation in life; while it robs the 
haughty, the arrogant of that spirit of superior­ 
ity over others and puts all upon a common 
level. It places the son aud daughter 
of the mechanic, the laborer, the merchant, the 
lawyer, the bauker, the physician, all side by 
side, hand in hand. It makes it possible for 
the son of the tailor, the son of the mechanic, 
the son of the laborer to fill high places in the 
gift of the people, to record a name given him 
in obfeurity, upon the tablets of his country 
that will outlast, that will be fresh in the hearts 
of his countrymen, when that ot the titled lord 
of otner countries, and the name that iu gilded 
letters on the door of a banking house informed 
the community of one’s wealth, will long have 
been forgotten. [Applause.] 
1 have no appreciation of any person who can 
oppose our public school system, for such a one 
is an enemy of this Republic and of republican 
liberty. [Applause.] 
My vote, neither as a private citizen, nor as a 
public servant, will never be recorded or ex­ 
pressed against our public schools, but will al­ 
ways be found in the line of extending and 
broadening their efficiency, and perpetuating 
their benign blessing to coming generations. 
The coincidence of my presence here with the 
building in which I was partially educated re­ 
vives a variety of recollections. It reminds me 
that I have been a citizen of your city and 
county so long that 1 know no home but this. 
That the place of my birth is with me more of 
fiction than reality. That had not my good 
{ 
>arents informed me to the contrary, Í might 
tave thought 1 was a Native Son of the Golden 
West. I believe 1 was in this city in all ot its 
great trials. It 1ms had a remarkable history of 
misfortunes by fire and flood, and when the 
Hood of 1861-2, of which I have a inore vivid 
recollection than those occurring in the 
‘50’s—when the levee at Rabel s tannery gave 
way, and the Hood waters of the American 
river, with madness ana fury, came leaping 
through the gorge they had made, and threw 
our city iuto confusion, consternation and de­ 
spair. 1 was at that very moment iu this very 
Luilding, and belore I was informed of what had 
happened and we were dispatched to our 
homes, although we lived but a few blocks from 
here, 1 looked up the street aud saw a volume of 
water coming down L, that in my fright seemed 
higher than my head, bearing upon its bosom 
floating bouses, stacks of hay, timber, fencing, 
sidewalks, chickens, hogs and domestic animals 
of all kinds. 
1 am addressing friends and neighbors as 
well as my fellow-countiymeu. I have lived in 
this city twenty-six years. As I have told you, 
it was the home of my boyhood, where I spent the 
sportive hours of childish simplicity. It is the 
home of my manhood, and will be the home 
of roy declining years, and when this frame 
shall yield to the inroads of disease or tottering 
from tlic decay incident to old age, I trust it 
may find a resting-place in that beautiful little 
hillock south of our city, where my heart often 
turns in .sacred reverence and full of grief, for 
the pang it cost to make it hallowed to me. 
And where that humble resting-place shall be, I 
do not want it shunned by anyone on account of 
any dishonorable act to my country or to my 
fellow man, but rather have he who, in passing 
by, may halt and say of me : “ There was an 
honest man: a good citizen; a man faithful to 
every trust imposed upon him: a friend of the 
people; a patriot: a true friend; a forgiving 
enemy.” [Applause.] 
I have said this much that you may have no 
doubt of my loyalty to this beautiful city, this 
great county, and to the wants of our people. It 
is deservedly the (’apital C’i ty of the Golden State. 
It is one of the most beautiful cities in the 
Union. It contains, and always has contained, 
a population of indomitable * energy, pluck 
and enterprise; aud the hospitality of its good 
citizens is known aud appreciated, not only 
throughout this State, but throughout the Union. 
It is noted for its beautiful women; its beautiful 
girls; its bright, intelligent, brave young men; 
its careful and shrewd, honest, successful busi­ 
ness men: its beautiful homes, and last, blit net 
least, its delightful climate. [Applause.] 
I, on behalf of myself and tne other candi­ 
dates here, take occasion to express our appre­ 
ciation ot this grand meeting, of this outpour­ 
ing of alt political parties, of all classes of our 
citizens, and of the presence of so many ladies, 
who h w* tlattered us with their presence.

Their deeds of heroism and patriotism and 
goodness may llnd no direct placeen the page 
of history, but they are written on the hearts 
and iu the living memories of men—the sons, 
the husbands and the brothers—never to be ef 
face 1. Yes. ladies, you can vote, and do vote, 
though you may not know it. You are doing 
more to forecast the destiny of this great repub­ 
lic than you realize. If I were assured ot the 
siieut home influence of the ladies of this city 
and county upon the question of this election, I 
should have little doubt of the result.

Washington Bartlett. [Loud chefrs.l You have

But I am here to say 
that I allow no man to challenge my devotion 
to my country, my love for the old 11 ag, my love 
for the Constitution, my love for the institutions 
of my country, and my patriotic, earnest desire 
to hand this heritage down to coming posterity, 
a united, happy people, a union ol States, ce­ 
mented by the strongest ties of patriotic devo­ 
tion, and that Union inseparable, iudivisable, 
eternal. This being true, whatever conspires to 
that end, whatever conspires to better your con­ 
dition, to improve aud develop this country, to 
secure you a good, economical and honest ad­ 
ministration of the affairs of this county, this 
Mute, and the General Government; whatever 
tends to perpetuate the blessings of the greatest, 
the freest and the best nation on earth to pos­ 
terity. I share it all with you, and desire to do 
my part, to contribute my mite, to the common 
causo.

REPUBLICANS AS WELL AS DEMOCRATS, 
And if I am I feel proud that you have honored 
us with your presence, and trust we may say 
nothing to offend if we do not succeed in con­ 
vincing you that we are severally entitled to 
your suffrages. All good citizens of our common 
country, all patriotic men, whether Republicans 
or Democrats, are aiming at the same great ob­ 
ject, the perpetuity of this nation, the fostering 
of her every interest, the reconciling of all con­ 
flicting and opposing elements to a harmony ot 
effort, success and happiness that must lay com­ 
ing generations under a debt of gratitude to the 
present for the blessing transmitted to them. 
This being true, why should we not meet upon 
common ground, fiee of bias and prejudice, and 
kindling the fires of patriotism within our 
bosoms, discuss the situation and determine 
Irora the light before us what is our duty iu the 
pending crisis? [Applause.] 
It is needless for me to announce that I am a 
candidate before you. asking your suffrages for 
the office of State Senator from this county. 
Further, you are all familiar with the facts of 
my candidacy. I did uot desire it. My ambi­ 
tion was in altogether a different direction, and 
nothing but a crisis in my party could have in­ 
duced me to accept it. Against my wishes, iu 
defiance ot my judgment as to what were to my 
personal interests and even political aspirations, 
1 yielded on the sole consideration that it was 
my duty to my party, and I promised in accept­ 
ing the nomination to use till honorable efforts 
within my power to be elected. That much I 
will do but no more. Now that I have accepted 
I desire the suffrages of my fellow-citizens, and 
pledge you here that I want it for no other pur­ 
pose thim to serve you honestly and faithfully 
and to the very best of my ability, and, by so 
doing, reflect honor upon you and thereby 
honor myself. [Applause.] 
I trust, and must expect, the undivided sup 
lxjrt of my party. I could not help feeling, 
knowing myself ¿s I do. knowing my every ini 
pulse, my loyalty, my secret acts aud deport­ 
ment, that parties are ungrateful aud there is 
no gratitude in politics, lor what sacrifices I 
made and will have to suffer for my present 
stand, no one, of course, can appreciate as my­ 
self, but there are sufficient ot them public to 
apj>eal to everv Democrat to stand by and give 
me encouragement to go forth aud do battle for 
the cause. You know what is involved. Y’ou 
know it you have no personal reasons towards 
myself, aud cannot help but realize the injus­ 
tice it would be to me. to say nothing about 
party featly, to do otherwise than support me. 
If there are those who are harboring feelings of 
revenge; if there are tho¿e who have been 
waiting and watching their opportunity to, in 
common parlance, “get even,” I desire each 
and all such to inquire of himself, "W hat did 
John Carey ever do to m e’.’ What did he ever do 
in any place of public trust, to warrant me iu 
meditating this question? When, upon what 
occasion, against whom was it tlmt he proved a 
traitor, disloyal to his party, that he should de­ 
serve my withholding my support from him ?” 
If any honest man will catechise himself iu this 
manner, and will not restrain an honest answer, 
and will act accordingly, I am content. [Ap­ 
plause. ] 
To my Republican friends, I appeal for their 
support. I received it once, and by your aid I 
was elected to tbe high and responsible office of 
Listrict Attorney of your county. Did I cause 
a man who cast his ballot for me to ever regiet 
it? Don’t you believe that I did as I promised, 
and swore to do that to the very best of my 
ability ? 
WAS I NOT FAITHFUL TO THAT TRUST? 
I can give you no better assurance of the man­ 
ner in which I will discharge the duties of St ate 
Senator, should I be elected, than my past con­ 
duct. [Applause.] 
True, you have a candidate of your own. Mr. 
Dray. He is my friend, my neighbor, aud a 
splendid gentleman. I have no word about him 
but praiseworthy. I am eulitled to, and will 
deal with his political record in the past, and 
his present relations to this campaign. 1 deem 
this legitimate, proper, in fact incumbent. 
First, as to qualifications. lie is a banker, or 
connected with the Saciamento Savings Bank, a 
corporation of thi» city, and lias been ever since 
he left the Assessor’s office of this county. He 
made a good Assessor, so far as 1 know, and 
while receiving a salary from this county fitted 
himself for the position he now holds in that 
bank. He became an excellent judge of lands. 
I have no doubt; and from the fact that he has 
held that position so long it is evident he has 
never made a mistake against the corporation— 
the bank. I mean—when lending its money to 
those whose necessities required them to 
mortgage their house, their farm aud their 
lands to secure aid. He is the right man 
in the right place, then, for the bank. 
He is somewhat older than 1 am , in fact, he is 
not as able to w ithstani the exposures ot a 
canvass as I can ; for I believe the first trip he 
took, indisposed him. so that he could not fill 
his second appointment. 
I do not know 
whether he was cnilled by the reception he re­ 
ceived, or whether it was other causes that in­ 
disposed him. ¡Applause. 1 I am young, and 
yet I am old enough—yes, old enough under the 
laws of my country, had good fortune so or­ 
dained. aud hHd I been endowed with the abil­ 
ity to now hold the highest office in the gift of 
tlie American people. The laws of my country 
thus recognize the fact that I have arrived at 
that age when my judgment should be suffi­ 
ciently matured to fervo you iu this humble 
capacity. Yet I am in ttie vigor of my man­ 
hood. I am able physically; 1 think I am 
quick enough at conception ; I think I under­ 
stand parliamentary laws aud usages : I think I 
know enough about law, happening to be an 
humble member of the profession, to make 
you an industrious, capable and compe­ 
tent Senator. 
I 
can 
draw 
my 
own 
bills. 
I can urge their passage on the 
floor of the Senate without timidity, and in a 
manner creditable to myself and my constitu­ 
ency. It is in the line of my profession. I am 
traiucd to a degree at least in construing laws 
and testing them by rules of decision in use by 
the Courts, and ought at least to lie permitted 
for these reasons to say in this respect, the office 
is more in keeping with my avocation than my 
friend Dray. [Applause.] 
I am as fipee from every association, business 
tks, business interests, corj»oiatioa joint stock 
associations and combined capital as the new­ 
born babe. There is nothing to consult but my 
duty to my country aud my constituency, and 
no business or other relations or interest to in­ 
terfere \yith or influence my conduct or my 
vote upon any question coming before that 
Senate. 
I can stand there the unpartial representa­ 
tive of all classes, all interests, but with one 
purpose, that is, to give uo interest, no class the 
advantage of another. When capital attempts 
to invade the sanctities of labor. I can without 
hesitation lift the staying hand. When corpor­ 
ate powers attempt to infringe upon the rights 
of the people or gain an advantage, I am free 
to say, .Stop, thus tar shalt thou go. and no fui- 
tlier. Full of bat one desire and that is to re­ 
concile all interests, to balance the scales be­ 
tween all conflicting elements, and, in fur 
therancc of my purpose, to serve you rightly, 
industriously, and make you a respectable rep­ 
resentative. and believing, as 1 nave already 
expressed myself, that one seeking this office 
should forecast his course, as far as possible, I 
will now deal frankly with you for a few mo­ 
ments upon the issues before tnis people. 
TIIE MONGOLIAN QUESTION. 
Another question of importance to us is how 
to solve the Chinese question. If the power 
rested with the Pacific .States, where their pres­ 
ence has become a cause of agitation, and 
where the evils, moral, social, political and ma­ 
terial. flowing from it are well understood, bit­ 
terly felt, patiently and patriotically endured 
by a free but loyal people, there would be such 
an exodus from these shores as has not been re­ 
corded in history. The National Government, 
of which we arc an humble, sovereign, but 
loyal part, has by its treaty powers fastened this 
utiiction upoi 
’ 
treaties, solemn protests and plaintive appeals, 
infliction upon us. We have, through earnest en­ 
treaties, solemn protests and plaintive appeals, 
bearing up patiently against this cancerous pest, 
succeeded in securing an audience irom our fel 
low-countiymen in the East, and now have the 
attention of the statesmen of the country cen­ 
tered upon this question. We have already se­ 
cured some modifications and limitations look­ 
ing to the deliverance of our people from this 
curse. 
Conservative, patri“tir. persisteut agitation of 
this question, an unremitting, enthusiast c. hut 
patient agitation, earnest and determined pro­ 
tests against the indifference oí our Eastern 
brethren to our grievances from this cause, will 
in time secure to us relief. [Applause.] 
Ours is not a Government of force. We are 
founded upon the doctrine of the consent ot the 
governed. Blit we must not forget we are one 
people, one commou country, and that any pol­ 
icy of the Government, it being a government 
of the people and by the people, is our policy, 
aud we should patiently aud patriotically tol­ 
erate it, and only use tbe rights and means 
guaranteed aud reserved to us by the great 
charter of our liberties, the Constitution, to rev­ 
olutionize public opinion in our favor. Any 
other course is suicidal and prejudicial to our 
cause. 
Our Eastern brethren are loth to turn back 
upon or to surrender the original doctrine that 
has contributed more to the development of 


this country than all others. That is. that our 
forefathers sought out this country and estab­ 
lished it as the great universal asylum of the 
down-troddeu aud oppressed of all nations of 
the earth, and threw wide open all her portals 
and invited all peoples of tne earth to enter 
without let or hindrance. But the very idea 
that gave birth to this grand nation, that devel­ 
oped us into the first among the great national 
powers of the earth, to-wit, of inviting all na­ 
tions to come and enjoy the blessing of the re- 
cources, the wealth, and. the productiveness of 
our land, and share the blessings of our Govern­ 
ment, is founded uj*>n the declaration that 
all men are created equal and endowed with 
certain inalienable rights, that among these are 
life, liberty, the puisuit of happiness aud the 
acquisition and enjoyment of property. 
It was and is a noble sentiment. It was not, 
however, intended by the founders of the Gov­ 
ernment. it has never been so understood by 
the world, and should not l>e endured by our 
people to mean that this invitation meant and 
was extended to a people to come and abide 
amongst us for the purpose of sapping out our 
very substance and transporting it back to their 
mother country; to a people who have no idea 
of nor respect for our form of government or its 
institutions; to a people who cannot assimilate 
with and become a part of us; to a people whose 
only purpose in coming here is to depreciate 
free white labor, to displace free white labor, to 
demoralize free white labor, to take away the 
substance, the support, the employment that 
belongs to people of our own kindred, and who 
are here and contributing to the development 
of this country. [Applause.] It was never in­ 
tended to mean that we should tolerate a peo­ 
ple who come here with their own traditions, 
laws and customs, and they semi-barbaric, and 
practice them here iu defiance of our laws and 
regulations. It was never intended that a peo­ 
ple, like the Chinese, coming here for the pur­ 
pose of making 
money, to send it back 
to the Flowery Kingdom, and who despised our 
soil, our institutions and our people, that our 
land should not be a resting place for their 
bones. It was not intended that wc should 
quietly and complacently witness the presence 
amongst us of a people who were breeding vice 
and immorality, and demoralizing our youth 
and our people, and sowing the seeds of moral, 
social and political ruin, and who would ulti­ 
mately, if unchecked in immigration, over­ 
run our entire heritage, without using every 
feasible and legal power inherent in the people 
to prevent the catastrophe. For these reasons 
I am unalterably opposed to Chinese immigra­ 
tion. [Applause.] 
1 believe iu and will do all I can, should I be 
elected, to secure the repeal of the Burlingame 
Treaty, absolutely ana unconditionally. [Ap­ 
plause, j i will favor every measure, resolution 
and bill looking iu the direction of, or tending 
to secure, that result. In addition to this, I 
feel well assured in my own judgment that there 
can be State legislation that will discourage 
their immigration and encourage their departure 
from our beautiful State. 
Section 2, article 19 of the State Constitution 
prohibits corporations from employing, directly 
or indirectly, in any capacity, any Chinese or 
Mongolians, and directs the Legislature to pass 
such laws as may be necessary to enforce this 
provision. I deem it necessary and important 
thut legislation shail be passed to enforce this 
constitutional provision, and I shall, if elected, 
frame a law and urge its passage, imposing 
penalties for its violation, and, if need be, go to 
the extent of a forfeiture of their corporate ¡low­ 
ers. [Applause.] 
1 would lurther prepare, introduce, aud use 
all honorable means to pass an Act prohibiting 
ail asylums, prisons, hospitals, almshouses and 
all other institutions, public aud under the su­ 
pervision of the S:nte or comity, or city and 
counties, from purchasing any products other 
than those produced by free white labor. [Ap­ 
p tuse ] 
I would again prohibit by 1 tw the removal 
aud disinterment of dead bodies, or their re­ 
mains. and their removal from*this State, and I 
would introduce and do my utmost to secure 
the passage of such a law. I would make it 
cover at least all aliens. [Applause.] 
I shall introduce and earnestly urge the pas­ 
sage of a law imposing a penalty as severe as 
constitutional limitations will permit upon all 
persons who hold or sell another iuto involun­ 
tary servitude, whether for the purposes of pros­ 
titution or otherwise, or who holds another in 
auv condition ot involuntary servitude. 
Should I be elected, and having taken my 
oath ot office to support the Constitution of the 
United States and the uonstitution of the State 
of California, I shall obey the injunction of Sec­ 
tion 4, Article XIX., of the Constitution of the 
State of California, to use all the means within 
my power as a member of the State Sen&te to 
discourage the immigration of the Chinese, or, 
in the language of that section, all foreigners in­ 
eligible to become citizens of the United States. 
These are some of the things that I believe 
can be done, aud that ought to be done, and 
such others as muy upon reflection occur to my 
mind possible to be done, consistent with the 
Constitution and laws of the State and United 
States, I will use my utmost endeavors to put 
upon the statute book, tending iu any degree to 
discourage the immigration and encourage the 
deportation or removal of the Chinese lrom 
our State. [Applause.] 
Not having nad aspirations to hold a seat in 
the halls of legislation, 1 have given but little 
thought as to what it is possible ¡to do, in the 
m atter of legislation on this subject, to lurther 
the wish of our people. 
1 have never yet assumed a relationship of 
confidence aud trust, of a representative or 
other capacity, but what I devoted such talents 
as 1 possessed to faithfully execute that trust, 
aud that with earnestness, honesty and energy: 
and in this matter, should 1 lie elected, my cner- 
g es. my talents, my time, is yours, and in giv­ 
ing to you I give it to my country, for the pro­ 
motion of the commou good, the commou wel­ 
fare. 
Ml*. DRAY’S CHINESE RECORD. 
I am not a member pi any anti-Chinese club 
or association. I was not a member of the Anti- 
Chinese State Convention held in this city in 
March last. 1 was not selected as a delegate, and 
hence not being a member I never held any 
position in the movement either as a delegate or 
as member of any committee in that movement* 
I believe my opponent enjoys the honor of hav­ 
ing been a member of that State Convention, 
also ttie local association—and it my memory 
serves me rightly—was a member of the State 
Executive Committee for a time. [La'ughter.] 
He having been identified with that, and this 
entire community being fully versed in his posi­ 
tion, I deemed it necessary that I should devote 
more time to it than 1 otherwise would have 
done. What remedies for the evils of the pres­ 
ence of Chinese with us Mr. Dray suggested and 
has undertaken to enforce, you are perhaps more 
familiar with than I am. To what extreme he 
would go, he may have committed himself. 
How fur lie has enforced the measures he 
espoused, and how zealous he has been in the 
cause, you know better than I. I read or heard 
something about a boycott movement lost 
spring, but it it has been enforced or accom­ 
plished any goo.1. I have not observed it. It 
seems to me upon reflection, however, t hat its 
enforcement was to be deferred until afier the 
election. What the election has todo with it I 
nm unable to understand to save the life of me. 
Perhaps my friend Dray can tell you. If I do not 
mistake, I believe ho favored the postponement 
until after election. [Applause. I 
Now, gentlemen, to conclude this subject. I. in 
the language of our State platform, believe aud 
*• regara Chinese laboras an unmixed evil,’’ and 
I fully commit myself to all lawful ways aud 
means to discourage their employment: and 
while I recognize the legal right of any citizen 
to employ and patronize whom he jileases, yet I 
hold and maintain that it is the duty of every 
citizen of this land to withhold his patronage 
from Chinese, ar.d that he ought not to employ 
Chinese labor when any other character oflabor 
is possibly available. 
In this connection, I pledge you, furthermore, 
that I will not support any candidate tor the 
United stites Senate who will uot promise to 
use liis untiring efforts to secure the repeal of 
the Burlingame treaty, secure the jiassage of 
laws permanently prohibiting the immigration 
of Chinese, and providing for the speedy depor­ 
tation and removal of those among us. 
I hold the personal liberty ol every other man 
as sacredly as I do my own. for in that degree 
the liberty of others is respected: in that de­ 
gree is union preserved. Liberty, freedom todo 
what one wills, go where one may, employ any 
one one may choose, worship according to the 
dictates of one’s own conscience, cut what one 
desires, wear what one may fancy, all these, 
any, a thousand things, are covered by that ex­ 
pression. Personal liberty 1 bold most sacred, 
and the dearest boon we can ]>reserve and hand 
down unt ammeled and untouched in its purity, 
freed from all precedents of interference, to 
coming generations. 
Those of this race that are among us are here 
at the invitation and sanction of the general 
Government. They are here under the plighted 
laith of the Government of the United States, 
by solemn treaty. They are here entitled to the 
protection of every good citizen of this Govern­ 
ment. They are within its jurisdiction and en­ 
tiled to the equal protection of the law, and 
any violation ot the personal liberty ot a Cninn- 
man. any inhibition against his right to enjoy 
life, liberty, the pursuit of happiness, the 
acquisition and enjoyment ol property, is as 
dangerous, is as much a violatiou ot our obliga­ 
tions to our country, and threatens our liberties 
and the perpetuity ol the priuciples underlying 
this Government, as if It were against the most 
devout patriot that worships at the shrine of 
American liberty.LABOR QUESTIONS. 
There are other matters of importance to the 
laboring classes, and upon which 1 wish to 
sjx;ak for a few moments. Labor is no more in- 
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There must be that security, that state of feel­ 
ing and condition of thing3 to encourage capital 
to seek investment and utilization, to enter 
upon uses, developments and enterprises that 
demand labor, in order that the one 
offers a demand for the other. Capital com­ 
bines in order to further projects, to develop in­ 
terests, and engage in enterprises that it could 
not if diversified or not concentrated. The ne­ 
cessity for this combination of capital in order 
to utilize it and furnish employment to labor, 
skilled and otherwise, has resulted in a wonder­ 
ful development of organized capital in the 
form of coiporations, joint stock associations, 
etc., for various purposes. The necessary re­ 
sult, if not the direct object of these business 
enterprises,Is to give employment to labor where 
there* was none before, aud, while it may be 
true that labor is more the incident than the 
object, the material result to the world is the 
same. But the idea I wish to urge Is, that in the 
abstract the interests of capital and laborare 
mutual. True one may become oppressive to 
the other, and no doubt dees The oppression 
of the one may incite the other to means of de­ 
fense. to remedies that are not calculated to 
benefit either. 
I personally am in favor of free white labor 
having every obstacle in ils way to honorable 
employment removed, and shall favor all legn- 
lation looking to that end. I recognize the right 
ot labor associations, for thepurjx-seof develop­ 
ing the intelligence, promoting the welfare and 
protecting tbe interests of the laborer and me­ 
chanic, and to enable them to successfully con­ 
t e n d for and m aintain their rights by peaceful 
and efficient moans against powerful and op­ 
pressive combinations, should be encouraged, 
and expressly sanctioned by law, and 1¡will in­ 
troduce. and urge the passage of such a bill, 
should I be elected. 
. 
I shall also, if elected, prepare, introduce and 
urge the j*as»age of a law making provision for 
arbitrators, between employer and employes, 
and to enforce tbe decision of the arbitrators. 
My present notion also, is that there should be a 
Commission before whom complaints can be 
made. 
_ 
, 
I shall, if elected, also introduce and urge tbe 
r&ssage of a law requiring all corporations to 
jay their employe* ever}' Saturday q( each and, 
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every preceding week, aud giving mechanics 
aud laborers a first lien upon the product of 
their labor to the full extent of their wages. 
[Applause.] 
This is nothing but justice and right. The 
laborer is worthy of his hire. He should not be 
required to wait a month or two months for his 
hard eArniDgs. It belongs to him and is his as 
soon as his «lay’s labor is done. The officers of 
the corporation, all Government employes, most 
of the men employed by private business enter 
n p ic u c n a t- tlir.il* o m n ln v n c o r o r v S o h i n t n v n i i r h t 
prises, pay their employes every Saturday night, 
i have known of cases where men have gone to 
work at what we call “ the shops,” without a 
dollar, with house rent, grocery bills and other 
expenses accruing on him. and from necessity, 
because, forsooth, the corj>oration keeps one 
month’s or two mouths’ pay back. This man 
who returned home from his hard «lay’s labor 
and could not bring his earnings with him. to 
put bread In the hungry mouth, to administer 
remedies to the sick, was compelled to go to the 
shaver and sell his time at the rate of two, 
three, j>erhaps five per cent, per month, in 
order tj supply the necessities of the moment. 
He goes to the grocer, perhaps to Mr. White or 
Mr. Russell, aud he is comjielled to purchase 
his groceries, and to others to purchase his 
bread and his meat, and all must credit him 
until pay-day.^Ile must fill his jiocket with 
pass-books, and pay an increased per cent, of 
profit to the dealer because he cannot get his

pass 
wages. Corporations do a casli business, the 
money is flowing into their treasury hourly, 
au«l L see no reason why they should not be 
compelled to pay weekly. If there is a hard­ 
ship iu the m atter 1 am iu sympathy with the 
laborer, and believe this m atter should be made 
a duty under the law. 
I shall also introduce and urge the passage of 
a bill compelling all corporations, and all em­ 
ployers using machinery, to use the most care­ 
ful. with all improved ajijiliances for safety, and 
to tuke all necessary means to protect limb and 
life; and I would provide for an Inspector of 
Machinery, and requiring every person owning 
and operating it to have a certificate as to its 
safety, aud imposing severe penalties, such as 
all damages sustained, without first procuring 
such certificate, and injury resulted from such 
failure to procure such certificate should be 
conclusively presumed to be by the fault of the 
corporation or employer so owning and using 
the same. [Applause.] 
PRISON LABOR. 
I would prohibit by law the use of convict 
labor within the prison walls excel it in the man­ 
ufacturing of gram bags and jute goods. 
However, I deem it advisable to employ the 
convict labor in some way to contribute in some 
degree to their own supjiort. We have every fa­ 
cility. soil and climate to have the finest roads 
aud highways on the continent. I would use 
them upon these public works, and opon our 
navigable streams—places where th^y will not 
and cannot interfere with f-ee labor. Our high­ 
way work is now largely done by contribution. 
That is, there is a poll tax, which each citizen 
lias the right to work out on the public roads, 
either in person or by substitute. I would work 
them as we do our chain gang in our city; and 
there are sufficient of them to build roads, 
macadamize ami grade theurin every county in 
this State, [Applause.] 
THE WATER QUESTION. 
I hold that no monopoly of the waters of this 
State should lie tolerated or permitted. I fully 
concur with the decision of the Supreme Court, 
in holding that the doctrine of riparian right* 
obtain in this State. 
I further hold, and believe every intelligent 
citizen of this commonwealth will agree, that 
irrigation is a matter of necessity in a large j*>r- 
tion of our State, and that it must be provided 
for before much of our territory can become 
utilized ami contribute to the wealth and de­ 
velopment of the State. 
I believe iu, aud will always respect, vested 
rights. 
I do not believe, for any purpose, that we 
have the right to interfere with or imj»uir the 
navigability of our streams. 
s 
I further recognize a principle common to all 
civilized nations of the earth, that the Govern­ 
ment has an inherent jiowcr to apjtropriate j>ri- 
vate property for public use. The strong arm 
of the Government in cases of necessity has the 
right to violate the j>er.sonal liberty of its 
Citizens in its defense. 
Perhaps there 
are those here in my audience who 
were taken by the army under the draft, 
torn from the bosom of bis family and forced ill 
the service of his country. If this can be done, 
If your lands and houses may be taken for pub 
lie use, why shall not the. water of the ripariau 
owner and the apj>roj»riator be taken under the 
same power ana upon the same principal for 
public use? There are great deserts and m ill­ 
ions upon millions of acres of the richest soil 
lying waste that can be mude to blossom and 
bloom as the rose and labor under their 
load of waving fields of wheat, barley 
and other c • reals by irrigation. Shall it not 
be done .’ Yes, upon rendering just com­ 
pensation to the ripariau owner ami the ap- 
projiriator in such cases as they have obtained 
vested rights. I do not subscribe to the doctrine 
that a mere declaration of the leg slative will 
can deprive you nor me of our property. But 
the power of eminent domain can be aud 
should be exercised in this matter. 
THE HEATH AMENDMENT. 
I am opposed to the Heath amendment, and 
shall vote against it. I deem it a deception and 
a snare. The least of my objections is the rate 
of two and one-half jx?r cent, on the gross earn­ 
ings. 1 am opposed to it because it makes one 
rule ol assessment for railroads ami another for 
the merchant, mechanic, farmer, laborer and 
other classes. Under the Heath amendment all 
property iu the State not exempt under the laws 
of tne United States, except railroads, shall be 
taxed in proportion to its value. The railroads 
of this State, if taxed at all under this provision 
for any other purpose than State or county 
taxes, are not required to be taxed iu propor­ 
tion to their value. They for other puiposes 
may be taxed or assessed at the caprice of the 
Assessor, whoever he may be. while the rule of 
" proportion to its value” obtains as to all other 
property. 
Again, the tax of 2% p>er cent, on the gross 
earnings for State and county taxes shall be iu 
lieu of all State and county taxes upon * * * 
the deeds of trust, mortgages, contracts or other 
obligations by which a debt is secured upon 
such property. I understand that all such se­ 
curities covers the lands of these corporations 
as well as the franchises, road, roadway, right 
of way. rails, etc. 
It provides that all other projrerty or lands 
belonging to railroads shall be assessed us other 
property is assessed. But mortgages upon real 
property are assessed, and the lands are assessed 
to the owner, he getting the benefit of the de­ 
duction. 
The railroads will be asressed upon their 
lauds, they will claim the deduction upon the 
mortgages, deeds of trust, aud other contracts 
upon them to secure debts, and yet these obli­ 
gations are exempted because, forsooth, they 
are upon the franchises, or the right of way, or 
roadbed end roadway, rails, rolling-stock, etc. 
I look upon this amendment as being a most 
dangerous piece of legislation, one covering a 
most pernicious principal, and I shall endeavor 
to avert the calamity of its adoption, Y’ou 
may inquire what has this to do with 
myself or Mr. Dray. It has this to do with us: 
One of us will be elected to the Senate, and this 
measure will be defended. It seems to me to be 
very proper that you understand whether he or 
I favor the system and the vices of tlris amend­ 
ment, because similar measures may be p*o- 
pcsed, nud you should be informed whether 
cither of ns believe in making railroads their 
own as'osors, while the Assessor assesses every 
other property-holder. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad favors the 
adoption of this amendment, because Colonel 
llaymond said so in his Sacramento speech. I 
prefer to test the present system, though I am 
free to confess that I have doubts of its constitu­ 
tionality. But should it stand the test I think 
it the best system yet proposed or devised. I 
have other reasons to urge against this meas­ 
ure, and am going to do all I can to defeat it, 
because I deem it pernicious and fraught with 
more coir plications than oue can imagine on 
first thought. 
THE UNITED STATES SENATOR. 
I understand my friend Dray, in his Walnut 
Grove speech, stated that he believed I would 
vote for ex United States Senator George Hearst. 
If he knows who 1 will vote for, he knows more 
than I do. I thank him for having opened this 
question first. I desire the supi>ort of my Re-, 
publican friends, but, as I srid once be­ 
fore, 1 do not want this office on any 
reservation or false pretense. 
There is 
one thing I 
will do if elected, and 
that is, vote lora Democrat for Ui.itcd States 
Senator, but I state to you, in reference to Sen­ 
ator Ilearst, thut I never met him but twice, 
and that was in August last at the St&teConven 
tion; at a time when 1 never dreamed of being 
‘a candidate for this or any other legislative ot- 
fiee, and the subject has never been broached 
to me by him or any of liis friends 
Now. in torn, I say I believe, as much as I do 
that I am standing on this rostrum, that my 
friend. Mr. Dray, will vote for A. A. Sargent. I 
don’t believe any one who votes for him will 
expct t him to do anything else, notwithstanding 
they so desire. I feel quite well satisfied, the 
manner and circumstances connected with Mr. 
Dray’s nomination considered, that he caunot 
do otherwise. I feel assured that he will 
not dare pledge himself not to vote for 
Mr. Sargent. He ought not to take such a 
pledge, and. in my humble judgment, he ought 
to vote for him. If Governor Stanford has any 
influence with Mr. L ray, he should urge him to 
do so. I thiuk, and candidly feel, that a debt 
of gratitude ex^ts between Governor Stanford 
ana Mr. Sargent that ought to be naid : and, 
knowing Senator Stanford as I do, I believe it 
will lie cancelled at the very first opportunity. 
A. A. Sargent had the nomination at the 
hands of the last Legislature, beyond all ques­ 
tion, at one time. Unexpectedly, friends of 
Governor Stanford urged his name upon the 
Republican caucus, and with what rem it is 
fresh in your memory. A. A. Sargent was re­ 
tired ana Governor Stanford elected. 
I HONOR AND RESPF.í T THE MAN 
In defending his own rights, and furthering his 
t,wn interest. I prefer, ior my j«art. to have 
Governor Stanford in the Senate of the United 
States, expecting him to protect hisown intere-t 
against adverse legislation, to Laving a man 
there to do his bidding, au«l who would be his 
subservient instrument. Sargent would proba­ 
bly be urged by the railroad people to do things 
that Governor Stanford would not do for him­ 
self or those with whom he Is interested. 
Now, my Republican friemls, if you desire 
Mr. Sargent for the Senate of the United States 
it is not necessary for you In vote for Mr. Dray, 
lrom what Republican orators and journals say. 
because, if you have tbe Legislature at all, it 
will be by such an overw helming majority that 
he will lie elected any way. If you do uot de­ 
sire Mr. Sargent and want to be assured that 
your vote will be cast against him. vote for me, 
for I promise you I will not vole for him in any 
contingency. Again, if perchance the Kej>ublk- 
can oracles*are wrong, and the State should go 
Democratic. I have more influence with the ad­ 
ministration, could subserve your interest bet­ 
ter than my friend. Dray, by reason of being in 
full accord with the Senate and the administra­ 
tion. So far as 1 am concerned, I am unpledged 
in this matter, and intend to remain so until 
alter t he election, arol until such time as the 
caudidates may be developed thereafter .that I 
may make th»* proper choice. I shall vote for 
that man, whose ability being unquestioned, 
whose integrity is undoubted, whose ideas are 
broad and pa'riclk*. who will be an honor to our 
State. Ihese tbieg* considered and equal, my 
controlling consideration shall he the claims 
ot the candidates on the party. I have 
detained you much longer than I intended. 
I thank you ior your kindly attention, 
and will now conclude by saying I desire your 
suffrages. I want to lie elected, and if elected, I 
will se^ve you to the best of my ability, faith­ 
fully, zealously snd honestly. I shall be the 
Senator of this entire people, and will have an 
ear for the humblest as well as the JOfiA exalted 
citizenü. Good night,

OFFICIAL PROCLAMATION 


Proclamation. 


State o? Califobmia, 
E xecct.ve Department, 
Sacramento, July 31,18SG.J 


W 
HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of ail the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, ol the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


AM ENDM ENT NUM BER ONE. 


Section 1. Ail property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United ¿lates, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, es u*e»l in this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stock.-, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this ¿tate, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten ol this article; and, 
provided further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of ships 
and vessels owned and registered or eurolled in 
this ¿tate, or may tax such ships and vessels ou 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except iu case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to boua fide residents of this ¿tate. 
Double taxation iu any form is prohibited. 


Spc. 8. The Legislature shall, by law. require 
each taxpayer iu this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, settiug forth specifically all prop­ 
erty. real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
dv such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o’clock meridian ou the 
first Monday in March. 


Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city aud county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
w ithia this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall l>e in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of sucn railroad, ana upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by w hich a debt is secured upon ¡mch prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day of December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall bo, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the ¿tato Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed bv said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State aud partly without this State, the gross a n ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by tak in g : 


Find- The gro$3 earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 


Second—The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly without this state, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State ana other States or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the number of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in m aking such earnings, bears to**he 
whole num ber of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
m ent and taxation. For every purpose or this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this ¿tate, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of tne General Fund or this 
State, aud tw o-thiris thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in which said railroad is 
situated, in proportion to thfe length of the rail­ 
road operated iu the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city aud 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration, association, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to nay the 
tax herein provided, when the same shall be­ 
come doe. or within thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to Opesate 
their railroads within this fitate. The taxes 
herein provided for, together with guch pcn&itiec 
as the Legislature may impose for the ncjvpay­ 
m ent thereof, shall be a lien upon the properly 
hereinbefore in this section designated. Kid may 
be en : >rced in such manner as the Ije&ielature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall Ye subject to 
an ad valorem tax for 6cbool purposes voted by 
the electors of the district, at a special election 
held for that purpose, the samo as other prop­ 
erty situated w ithin the dists&t, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Aud all railroads, as far af, they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop 
erty situated therein, a rjth in g in this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


Bsc. 11. Income taxes may be assessed and 
ooilected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any one or more of 
them , in such cases and amounts and in such 
m anner as shall be prescribed by law. No Court 


tion or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a showing that the 
same property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, and then 
onl.» upon payment to the Tax Collector, or in to 
Court, of a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid unon the property in question; 
provided, that in all cases actions may be m ain­ 
tained against the Tax Collect »r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. A11 such actions 
must be commenced within thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be 
the duty of the Courts in which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate, untU 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 


SCHEDULE. 


Nothing in this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ao- 
ccount of any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; and all laws iu force at the adoption of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made iu the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall be upon the 
groas earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
aud eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by this amendment. 


Now, Therefore, pursuant to the provisions 
of the Constitution and an Act of the Legisla­ 
ture, entitled “ An Act to Provide for the Sub­ 
mission of Proposed Amendments to the Con­ 
stitution of the State of California to the Quali­ 
fied Electors lor their Approval, approved 
March 7tn, A. D. 1SS3,‘ the said amendment is 
submitted to be voted upon, by ballot, by the 
qualified electors of the State on 


Tuesday, November 2,1886. 


The amendment Is designated “ Amendment 
Number One,” and the b a l l o t s used at such 
election must contain the words, “ FOR THE 
AMENDMENT Number One,” or the words, 
“ AGAINST THE AMENDMENT Number One,” 
written or printed thereon. 


And I do hereby offer a reward of one hundred 
dollars for the arrest and conviction of any and 
every person violating any of the provisions of 
Title IV., Part 1, of the Penal Code; such reward* 
to be paid until the total am ount expended 
hereafter for the purpose reaches the sum of ten 
thousand dollars.
